General Obligation Bonds - Washoe County School District — Consider approval
of and adoption of Resolution known as the “2003 Washoe County School

District DMC Approval Resolution” concerning the District’s proposal to incur a
general obligation indebtedness on behalf of the District by the issuance at one
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time, or from time to time, of the District’s genera obligation school bonds, in
one series or more, in the maximum aggregate principal amount of $36,000,000
for the acquisition, constructing, expanding, improving and equipping of school
facilities within the District until November 5, 2012. This proposal is submitted
pursuant to authorization from the voters at the 2002 general election.

General Obligation Bonds and Special Elective Tax Override Ballot Question -
North L ake Tahoe Fire Protection District — Consider approval of and adoption of
a Resolution known as the “2003 North Lake Tahoe Fire Protection District
Approval Resolution” concerning the District’s proposal to submit to the qualified
electors of the District in June, 2003 a proposal to issue up to $14,285,000 of
General Obligation Fire Protection Bonds and to levy an additional property tax
rate for the purpose of acquiring, constructing, improving and equipping District
fire protection facilities of up to 10.5 cents per $100 assessed valuation for a
period not to exceed 30 years.
